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1 . Claims 1-14 and 16 are objected to because of the following informalities: the 
independent claims recite "mapping a series of digital levels received at an input of a 
circuit" and then recite " receiving at the input of the circuit a signal corresponding to 
said digital level" which is confusing. How does the "digital level" correspond to the 
"series of digital levels" previously recited? It is not clear how they are related. 

Claims 1,8,9,10 and 14 recite "such that overtime a similar number of each of 
said pulses" which is confusingly worded. What is meant be "similar"? Equal? 
Approximately? More definite language should be used. Appropriate correction is 
required. 

2. This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal 
matters: as noted in the claim objections cited above.

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Draxelmayr, et al 6,822,597 disclose a comparator circuit that 
maps an analog input signal into a digital output signal and comprises a threshold as 
well as an upper and a lower hysteresis threshold. Given transgression of the upper or 
lower hysteresis threshold by the analog input signal, at least one unlatch signal is 
formed that enables the switching of the digital output signal when the analog input 
signal upwardly transgresses the threshold. Independently of at least one unlatch 
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signal, the digital output signal is inventively switched when the analog input signal 
transgresses the upper or lower hysteresis threshold.
